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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election with traverse of election of species in the reply filed on 6/15/06 is 
acknowledged. The examiner has considered the arguments and retracts the restriction filed on 
3/13/06. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C 121: 

I. A. Claims 1-11 are drawn to an interconnect apparatus, 

B. Claims 19-24 are drawn to an integrated circuit 

C. Claims 29-35 are drawn to an electronic system, classified in class 257, 
subclass 723. 

II. Claims 12-18 are drawn to a method, classified in class 438, subclass 107. 
IV. Claims 25-28 are drawn to a method for utilizing a semiconductor processing 

equipment, classified in class 438, subclass 381. 

1 . Inventions IA and II are directed to an unrelated product and process. Product and 
process inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that the product cannot be used in, or made 
by, the process. See MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06. In the instant case, In the instant case the 
device is made with the circuit elements made by the same processing as the contact pads and the 
interconnections, but the method makes the interconnections and the circuit elements by a 
different process resulting in two different precision levels. 
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2. Inventions IB and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). Inventions III and II are 
related as process of making and product made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of 
the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be used to make another and 
materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the method makes a device 
with passive circuit elements, but a different process that does not have or make passive circuit 
elements could make the device. 

3. Inventions IC and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). Inventions III and II are 
related as process of making and product made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of 
the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be used to make another and 
materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In this case the claimed method makes a 
MEMS device, but the same method can be used to make an LCD. 

4. Inventions IA and IV are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the apparatus as 
claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the apparatus can be used for 
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making a materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another 
and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this case the claimed processing 
equipment makes a MEMS device, but the same processing equipment can be used to make an 
LCD. 

5. Inventions II and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to 
practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case a process 
makes a device integrating on the interconnections of the silicon backplane an integrated circuit 
(IC) produced of a separate silicon substrate with a second precision level of processing, the IC 
to interconnect with the passive circuit elements, the second precision level being more precise 
than the first precision level, but the apparatus could make the device having the first and second 
precision levels being the same. 

6. Inventions IB and IV are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the apparatus as 
claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the apparatus can be used for 
making a materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another 
and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this case the claimed processing 
equipment makes a MEMS device, but the same processing equipment can be used to make an 
LCD. 

7. Inventions IC and IV are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the apparatus as 
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claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the apparatus can be used for 
making a materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another 
and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this case the MEMS device is made 
by the claimed processing equipment has a smaller minimum feature size then the technology of 
the processing equipment, but the device as claimed could have all features that are at the 
minimum feature size of the technology of the processing equipment. 

8. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

9. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

10. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
